REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.322 



This is a request for the issuance of a Certificate of Correction under 37 C.F.R. 1 .322 in the 
above-referenced patent to correct an Office mistake. Two (2) copies of form PTO-1050 are enclosed. 

The requested corrections are proper identification of amino acids 313 to 325 of SEQ ID NO: 1 in 
claim 5 and replacement of Fig. 1 and Fig. 2 with the as filed Fig. 1 and Fig. 2. As indicated in 
Examiner's Amendment received along with the Notice of Allowance, mailed April 10, 2006, claim 5 
(previously presented claim 69) should recite the V3 region comprising "amino acids 313 to 325 of SEQ 
ID NO: 1." However, claim 5 of the letters patent recites a V3 region comprising amino acids 13 to 25 of 
SEQ ID NO: 3. The error was made by the Office and correction under 37 C.F.R. 1 .322 is requested. 

As indicated in the patent, Fig. 1 is shows phylogenetic analysis of the gpl20 and gp41 nucleotide 
coding sequences of clone R2 (see column 2, lines 46-47). Fig. 2 shows Neutralization of clade B viruses 
and pseudoviurses. The Figures were submitted as part of the application on February 5, 2001 . However, 
Fig. 1 in the issued patent depicts a processing flow chart for medium product containing unwanted 
micorganisms. Fig. 2 in the patent depicts another flow chart leading from off-loading of fruit to storage. 
These figures are clearly not from the instant disclosure; they are not part of the file wrapper of the instant 
patent. Therefore the error incorrectly adding two Figures for an entirely unrelated patent was clearly 
made by the Office and correction under 37 C.F.R. 1.322 is again requested. 

As the errors identified in the above-referenced U.S. Patent occurred through the fault of the U.S. 
Patent Office, no fee is enclosed. However, if there are any additional fees due in connection with the
